"The Hospital of the Future" 
Excerpts from graduation address of 
Grant Adams, Executive Director, 
United Hospital Fund, June 25, 1964 


plteaoesn ct take much of a crystal ball.for us to predict that 
hospitals will be much more fully automated within a few years. The crystal 
ball experts forecast things like this: 

"There will be electronic monitoring systems in the labor and 
delivery rooms that will count the frequency of labor pains and perhaps dis- 
tinguish between true and false labor. 

"Patients will use disposable celulose fiber "linen," and eat with 
disposable utensils. 

"Frozen food will be stored in the patient's own individual wall 
freezer, cooked automatically a meal at a time. The circular hospital -- 
dedicated yesterday at the World's Fair -- doesn't even have a kitchen and 
does it all on pre-packaged frozen food. 

"Beds will convert into bathtubs and toilets. 

"Each patient will have a small but private, fully air-conditioned 
room. 

"No upper sheet or blanket will be required because circulating air 
will maintain desired temperature and humidity. 

"In the hospital of tomorrow even operating rooms might be eliminated. 
Surgery would be performed right on the patient's bed inside a sterile poly- 
ethylene bag, inflated over him. Decontamination machines will do in a few 
seconds the time-consuming hand scrubbing now necessary. 

"Many of these automated modern concepts may prove unworkable and 
impractical for, after all, hospitals produce not manufactured items but a 
complicated human service. Yet there is little doubt that the electronic 
age in hospitals — some have called it a revolution - will continue. Yes, 
the hospital of the future will tend to be large, impersonal, mechanized, 
specialized and transistorized." 

Mr. Adams went on to say that the practical nurse, because she is 
at the £ront lines of the hospital is responsible for retaining one important 
element that progress, modernization and efficiency cannot bring - personal 
interest and care, that iS where she is needed.
